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NAMES FORMER 
MENTAL PATIENT 


AS KILLER OF BOY 


Issued After Verdict by 
Coroner’s Jury—Mother 
Testifies of Entrusting 
Youngster to Man’s 
Care. 


A warrant charging William 
Pollard, former inmate of mental 
hospitals, with first-degree mur- 
der was issued today follow- 
ing an inquest verdict which 
named Pollard as the killer of 21- 
month-old Joseph Edward Nichols 
in a criminal attack, 

A Coroner’s jury, returning a 


verdict of homicide, found that 
death resulted from _ internal 
hemorrhage following the attack. 

The boy’s bruised body was 
found stuffed in the dresser draw- 
er of a room at the American 
Hotel Saturday, three days after 
Pollard had checked out of the 
room. The Coroner’s jury said ex- 
act time of death was unknown, 
but Detective Sgt. Walter Hitz 
man testified the boy apparently 
was dead when placed in the 
drawer. 

The warrant charging murder 
was issued by Assistant Circuit 
Attorney William J. Geekie. 

Mother Identifies Body. 

The victim has been identified 
as the son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Nichols of Huntington, W. Va. 
The identification was made 
yesterday by the mother, Mrs. 
Betty Jean Nichols, who viewed 
the body at the morgue. 

Pollard, in whose care the 
mother had entrusted the boy on 
Nov. 11, hitchhiked here with the 
child from Ohio last Tuesday. 
Testifying at the inquest, the Rev. | 
Paul Lawson of Stamford, Conn., 
related he was driving to Okla- 
homa when he picked the man and 
boy up about 9 a.m. Tuesday near 
Zanesville, O. 

The Rev. Mr. Lawson, a Church 
of God minister, who identified 
Pollard from a photograph, testi- 
fied the man told him his wife 
had died the week before in Bos- 
ton, and he was taking his son to 
the home of the grandmother in 
St. Louis. “He said he was bring- 
ing the xy, Aaa St. Louis because 
nursemaids ‘were so high in Bos- 
ton,” the witness testified. 

Pollard told him he was study- 
ing law’ under the G.I. Bill of 
Rights, the minister said. Pollard 
said he had only $10, and had 
been refused aid by the Red Cross 
in Boston, Pollard rode in the 
front seat with the driver after 
placing the child on the back 
seat. 

“He seemed to take very poor 
care of the child,” the Rev. Mr. 
Lawson testified. “Not that he 
was rough, but he didn’t seem 
to be experienced jin taking care 
of it. I noticed how soiled the 
child’s clothing was and suggested 
he put some of his own clothes on 
the boy. He did that, putting his 
pajamas on the child.” 

At this reference to the child, 
the mother began crying softly in 
the courtroom. 

Pollard was carrying a large 
black suitcase, the witness con- 
tinued. After crossing the Chain 
of Rocks Bridge, the minister re- 
lated, he drove Pollard and the 
boy to the end of the Broadway 
streetcar line in Baden and let 
them off there about 7:30 p.m. 
Tuesday. 

Taxicab Driver’s Testimony. 

Phillip Wallace, a taxicab driver, 
said he picked up the man. and 
boy at Union Station that night. 
Pollard asked him to take them to 
“a hotel that would not be a main 
hotel but one that would have 
room service so he could get milk 
warmed for the baby,” the driver 
testified. 

After driving them to the Ameri- 
can Hotel, he continued, Pollard 
asked him to go to the Greyhound 
bus depot and get his bag. The 
suitcase seemed very heavy—“al- 
most as if full of iron,” Wallace 
recalled. 

Louis Segall, bellboy captain at 
the hotel, said Pollard gave him a 
$1 tip when he brought the suit- 
case to the room.

BURGLAR SHOT, 
20 ESCAPES IN 
FESTUS ROBBERY 


Store Looters Betray 
Selves to Phone Oper- 
ator — One Leaps 


Through Glass Door, 


An alert telephone operator in 
Festus discovered a burglary in 
the Kay Department Store early 
today when she saw the store’s 
call light blinking on her switch- 
board and called deputy sheriffs. 
One burglar was shot and criti- 
cally wounded and another es- 
caped by leaping through the 
glass of a door. 

Mrs. Blanche Farrow, the oper- 
ator, told the Post-Dispatch that 
the call light started blinking 
about 1:50 and when she asked: 
“Number please?” she heard a 
man’s voice whispering. Then the 
receiver, which apparently had 
been knocked off the cradle by 
the burglars, was quickly replaced. 

“I knew there is usually no one 
in the store at night unless there 
is a bad storm,” Mrs. Farrow said. 
“So I called Deputy Sheriffs 
Charles Brewer and Henry Hesse 
and told them about it. They said 
they’d go to the store right away. 
The next thing I knew, they were 
calling for an ambulance.” 

The man who was shot is Mar- 
tin Craig, a painter of 1412 Third 
street, Madison, police said. He 
was shot in the chest as he scuf- 
fled with Hesse at the rear door 
of the store. Craig was brought 
to City Hospital here. 

Brewer, who entered by the 
front door, saw that a heavy cur- 
tain had been drawn in front of 
the safe to hide it from view 
from the street. The telephone 
is near the safe. 

Hesse went to the rear door. 
As he opened it with a key and 
stepped inside, he said, he was 
grabbed by Craig. They scuffled 
briefly before Hesse fired a shot 
from his pistol. Craig fell to 
the floor. 

As Brewer was approaching the 
safe with caution, he said he 
heard the shot and a moment 
later the glass in the front door 
of the store clattered to the 
street and he saw a second man 
running.

CHICAGO, Nov. 22 (AP)—Two 
men from Milwaukee yesterday 
gave Chicago police an opportu- 
nity to refresh their knowledge 
about pigeons. 

Sylvester Knitter, 24 years old, 
and his brother, Gilbert, 21, were 
catching pigeons at Wabash av- 
enue and Randolph street in the 
Loop when Traffic Policeman 
Clifford Mallon happened along. 

‘The Knitters held corn in their 
hands and caught the birds as 
they alighted. 

But it seems they violated no 
law. Mallon found two city or- 
dinances relating to pigeons. One 
permits trapping of the birds be- 
tween Nov. 1 and May 31. The 
other requires police to capture 
stray birds and take them to the 
city pound.

Undersea A-Bomb Said to Poison 
The Area Practically Forever 


Official forecast 
for St. Louis and 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (UP)— 
An area poisoned with radioactiv- 
ity from an underwater atomic 


blast can practically never be 
made livable again, Dr. David 
Bradley said today. 

Bradley was a radiological moni- 
tor at the Bikini atomic bomb 
tests in 1946. He was one of the 
man who checked the target ships 
for radioactivity after the air and 
underwater bursts. 

He recorded his observations in 
a book, “No Place to Hide,” pub- 
lished today. The underwater 
burst, Bradley reported, impreg- 
‘nated targets with radioactivity 
which will last an “eternity for 
practical purposes.” 

Navy efforts to cleanse the 
more strongly poisoned ‘ships 
failed completely, Bradley said. He 
added: “The problem of decon- 

the total surface of a 
battleship or the brick and ce- 
ment of a future Hiroshima re- 
mains practically insoluble.”

which doesn’t go off can turn a 
target into a death trap. 

Not all of the bomb’s plutonium, 
a poison more insidious and deadly 
eveh than radium, explodes at 
detonation. ‘The unexploded part 
on the second day coated the ships 
like an invisible layer of paint im- 
possible to remove. 

Even the first-day air burst at 
Bikini left radioactive poison be- 
hind where “fall-out” from its 
mushroom cloud touched parts of 
the atoll. Most of the fission 
products in an air burst are swept 
harmlessly into the stratosphere. 
But Bradley found one sea-laved 
ledge which made his Geiger 
counters scream.

PHILLIP MURRAY 
SAYS RUSSIA RED 
10 OUST TRUMAN 


Tells CIO Convention 
Moscow Wanted to 
Show Strength of Com- 
munists in U.S.

PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 22 (UP) 
—CIO President Phillip Murray 
charged foday that Moscow had 
decided two years ago to drive 
President Truman from the White 
House in a move to demonstrate 
the strength of the American 


Communist party. 

He made the charge at the 
opening session of the tenth CIO 
convention at which the conflict 
between the Right and Left wings 
of the organization promised to 
overshadow other issues. 

In his keynote speech, Murray 
quickly plunged into a discussion 
of the recent political campaign 
in which the CIO majority sup- 
ported President Truman through 
its political action committee. 

“There were sOme_ influences 
here which sought to defeat Tru- 
man,” Murray said. “It is an estab- 
lished fact that the Communist 
party determined two years ago 
through Moscow to drive Truman 
out of the White House.” 

Murray said the Communists 
did not care whether Gov. Thomas 
E. Dewey, the Republican presi- 
dential nominee, “or the devil was 
elected.” 

“They wanted to demonstrate 
the potentialities of the Commu- 
nist party,” he said, “but they 
were whipped, they were licked.” 

Murray said the CIO had con- 
tributed as much as any organiza- 
tion to Truman’s victory. 

“Together with others we won 
that election and saved America,” 
he said. “The CIO was about the 
only labor organization that stuck 
its neck out.” 


CIO Convention Opens 
Right Wing in Control. 
PORTLAND, Ore., Nov. 22 (AP)

Textron Head Tells of Selling 


Trust Stock to 


Sold Shares for $250,000) 
to Get Actress for Ra- 
dio Program, Bought 
Like Amount for $300,- 
000. 


BOSTON, Nov. 22 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Royal §S, Little of Textron, 
Inc., testified today he made a 
$250,000 stock deal with a brother 
in-law of Helen wtayes as a 
“sweetener” in obtaining the act- 
ress’s services for a radio pro- 
gram his textile empire spon- 
sored. 

Little testified before the Sen- 
ate investigating subcommittee 
headed by Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, that as trustee 
of the Little family trust.he sold 
Alfred MacArthur 10,000 shares, 
of Textron stock at $25 a share 
June 26, 1945. 

Within 48 hours, Little acknowl- 
edged under questioning, he pur- 
chased 10,000 shares of the same 
stock at $30 a share in his ca- 
pacity as trustee of the Rhode 
Island Charities Trust. . 

“You were using that sale as 
a swettener to get Helen Hayes’s 
services?” asked Tobey. 

“That’s right,” acknowledged 
Little. 

Not Same Shares, He Thinks, 

Little said, however, he did not 
think the Textron stock he bought 
was the same he sold to MacAr- 
thur. He promised to check his 
records to make certain. 

Questioned about the $5 a share 
differential in the transactions 
within 48 hours, Little said vary- 
ing stock market prices and con- 
ditions of sale affect the price in 
such deals. 

“I became very fond of Miss 
Hayes as an artist,” Little said, 
adding that he arranged the trans- 
action to help her “create some 
capital for her children.” 

Little said MacArthur purchased 
the stock as a trustee of a trust

for the actress’s children.

RUSSIA CHARGES 


Tight Control Vested in New 
Committee—Plan Similar 
to System in Russia. 


BRITISH INSPIRED 
DERNADUTTEPLAN 


BERLIN, Nov. 22 (AP)—Under 
Russian direction, German Com- 
munists have completed a pro- 
gram for sovietizing sports in 
eastern Germany and _ eastern 
Berlin. 

The Russian-controlled press an- 
nounced that henceforth all sports 
in Soviet-occupied territory will be 
tightly controlled by a newly- 
created “Deutscher Sportausshuss 
(German sport committee).” 

This organization was founded 
by several Communist-controlled 
organizations, including the free 
German trade union and free Ger- 
man youth movement. 

Western Berlin sport authorities 
said the Communist sport commit- 
tee was similar to Adolph Hitler’s 
organization for athletics, with 
which the Nazis formerly con- 
trolled all German sports. They 
also said it had the same pattern 
and aims as sports control in the 
Soviet Union.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP) 
—Secretary of State George C, 
Marshall arrived today from Paris 
and joined President Truman in 
a review of United States foreign 
policy. 

The President met Marshall at 
the airport. Later, they conferred 
for 45 minutes at the White House 
in the first of a series of post- 
election developments which may 
largely decide the fate of China 
and the future course of Ameri- 
can strategy against international 
Communism, 

From the White House, the two 
strolled across the street to the 
Blair-Lee House, where Truman 
is residing while the White House 
is being repaired, for a cabinet 
luncheon. 

Arrives in Rain. 

At the airport, Marshall stepped 
from his plane, the Sacred Cow, 
into a drizzling rain, 

Truman sent forward one of his 
associates with an umbrella to 
escort Marshall to the airport 
building shed. The President him- 
self then walked out in the rain to 
greet first Mrs. Marshall then the 
Secretary of State. 

In comment on the United Na- 
tions meeting at Paris, Marshall 
told reporters “I think a great 
deal of understanding has resulted 
from what has already happened.” 

Asked whether he was going 
back to the U.N. meeting, he said 
that he didn’t know. The General 
Assembly is expected to adjourn 
about Dec, 11, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (UP)— 
President Truman walked to work | 
today like many another Govern- 


ment worker. 

The President .and his family 
moved to a new home yesterday 
—the Blair House, just across 
Pennsylvania avenue from the 
White House, The President’s of- 
fices still are in the White House. 
As the President stepped jauntily 
from the Blair House at 8:10 a.m. 
he was met by photographers, re- 
porters and newsreel men. 

He waved his gray hat and 
smiled: “We can’t do this ever 
morning, so get your picture 
now.” 

Then, followed by four Secret 
Service men, the President strode 
across Pennsylvania avenue at’ 
West Executive street. To other | 


office-bound Government werkers 
he waved his hat cheerily.

Then he went to his office to dig 
into the work which has piled up 
while he was on his Key West 
(Fla.) vacation. 

The temporary move is to per- 
mit extensive repairs on the White 
House. The job may take a year. 

Moving day for the Trumans 
was a simple affair. All the neces- 
sary furnishings and personal pos- 
sessions had been moved across 
Pennsylvania avenue while the 
President, Mrs. Truman and their 
daughter Margaret were in Key 
West. 

When the Truman’s returned by 
plane yesterday they only stopped 
for a moment in the big white 
mansion they have called home 
since 1945. 

Finding that their new home, 
normally used as a guest house 
for official visitors, was in readi- 


ness to receive them, they simply 


really appreciate tremendously the 
President’s coming out to see me, 
particularly on a day like this.” 

After chatting for a few mo- 
ments, Truman and Marshall left 
the airport together by automo- 
bile. Under Secretary of State 
Robert A. Lovett rode with them. 

Confers With Harriman. 

Truman dropped Marshall and 
Lovett at the State Department 
and drove on to the White House, 
where he conferred with W. Aver- 
ell Harriman, the roving Ambas- 
sador for the Economic Co-opera- 
tion Administration, before his 
formal conference with Marshall. 

Harriman, who spent 25 minutes 
with the President, told reporters 
afterward that he reported to Tru- 
man that “a wave of enthusiasm 
went across Europe” as a result 
of Truman’s election. 

“I told him,” Harriman said, “a 
feeling exists in Europe that liber- 
alism is in the ascendancy here as 
against the thought that reaction- 
ary tendencies were.” 

Harriman also said he reported 
to the President “in general terms 
on the progress being made in Eu- 
rope under the European Recovery 
Program.” 

Asked about reports that he 
might be offered a cabinet post, 
Harriman said: 

“I have got a job. Iam working 
at it. There is nothing else in my 
mind.” 

Harriman said he and the Prest- 
dent had “touched on” the ERP 
program for next year, but that 
details had been left for future 
discussion. 

Reporters Can’t Follow. 

Marshall arrived at the White 
House after a brief rest. When 
they emerged from the executive 
office after their conference and 
walked across the lobby, the Presi- 
dent smiled and said to reporters: 

“Gentlemen, you are not going 
to follow us across the street.” 

Nevertheless, a crowd of re 

porters and photographers tagged 
along until they reached the White 
House gate. There Truman re- 
marked to the photographers: 
“That’s enough.” 
_He and Marshall then strolled 
Side by side across Pennsylvania 
avenue to the Blair-Lee House, 
where the other cabinet members 
awaited them. 

After the luncheon, Truman ree 
turned to the White House and 
Marshall to the State Department. 

Earlier, a reporter had told 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
there are reports Truman may 
send Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
from Tokyo to China. Ross said he 
knew nothing about that. 

The trip home was Marshall’s 
first since Oct. 9. 

Question of China. 

Diplomatic authorities agreed

There was no assurance that 
they even sought to reach any sort 
of final conclusions in their talk 
today, but speculation . persisted 
that some kind of statement 
might be forthcoming.

Proposed Limitations. 

As his own solution, the Brook- 
ings head makes these recom- 
mendations: 

“The Commission should be 
obliged by Congress to draw up a 
general statement of the types of 
practices that are regarded as 
monopolistic or collusive as of a 
given time. To keep abreast of in- 
dustrial developments, such rules 
should of course be subject to 
periodic revision. This suggestion 
implies that no government agent 
should be empowered to punish 
business enterprises for practices 
or methods which are not covered 
by existing definitions or rules. 
Only thus can the uncertainties 
produced by present policies be 
removed. Under such a procedure, 
monopolistic practices can be pre- 
vented without the unsurpation by 
government of essential mana- 
gerial functions. 

“If the function of government 
is confined to the elimination of 
monopoly and the punishment of 
collusive efforts designed to re- 
strict or destroy competition, the 
creative power of private enter- 
prise which has been responsible 
for the extraordinary industrial 
achievements of modern times can 
be preserved. Such a method of

The 
large costs involved in litigation, 
together with the undesirable 
publicity, naturally gives the de- 
partment powerful weapons of 
compulsion; and innocent com- 
panies may feel that compliance 
is the lesser of evils, Under this 
procedure a prosecuting agency of 
the government has, in fact, come 
to play a decisive role in deter- 
mining how companies shall con- 
duct specific business operations.” 

Dr. Moulton is much sharper in 
his criticism of the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Supreme 
Court for broad interpretations of 
governmental powers over “unfair 
method. of competition” as dis- 
tinct from monopolies.

‘URGES NEW LABOR 


‘LAW RECOGNIZING 
PUBLIC INTEREST 


Committee Cites Respon- 
sibility—Delegates Pre- 
fer to Replace Taft Act 
With Amended Wag- 


ner Act.

CINCINNATI, Nov. 22—Proceed- 
ings of the sixty-seventh conven- 
tion of the American Federation 
of Labor, now drawing to a close, 
indicated an increasing awareness 
on the part of labor leaders of the 
force of public opinion as it af- 


fects labor. 

This attitude was 
today in a resolution dealing with 
the Taft-Hartley law which the 
AFL would like to have repealed 
as soon as possibie after conven- 
ing of the Eighty-First Congress. 
While seeking its repeal, the reso- 
lutions committee did not deal 
alone with its inpact on labor and 
even recommended a_ substitute 
measure in the public interest. 

The committee stated that the 
* Taft-Hartley law not only was un- 
‘friendly to organized labor but 
constituted a form of class legis- 
lation which operated to drive a 
wedge “between fair-minded and 
thoughtful employers and their or- 
ganized employes.” The law, it 
added, did not give prime .consid- 
eration to the public welfare. 

There was no disposition among 
the delegates to gloat over the de- 
feat at the recent election of con- 
gressional proponents of the law 
nor to indulge in recriminations. 
Delegates repeatedly expressed the 
view that there should be a sub- 
stitute for the Taft-Hartley law, 
preferably one created through 
amendments to the Wagner Act, 
which they desire to have re- 
enacted. 

“We realize that legislation rec- 
ommended as a substitute is nec- 
essary,” the committee stated, 
“and that, if such legislation is to 
be benefilcial to wage earners; to 
management and to the general 
public, it must be definitely and 
specifically designed to make col- 
lective bargaining between labor 
and management work effectively 
on a voluntary basis and with due 

‘ consideration to the necessities 
and welfare of the general public.

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Sodium fluoride, the agent to 
control dental cavities which has 
been widely publicized recently, is 
far from perfect and ig only one 
of a number of possible caries con- 
trol agents which. are under in- 
vestigation, dentists were told 
here today. 

Dr. Robert G. Kesel, professor 
of applied materia medica and 
therapeutics at the University of 
Illinois Dental School, summar- 
ized present knowledge on the 
subject at the opening of the 
eighth annual Mid*Continent Den- 
tal Congress at Hotel Jefferson 
today. The meeting will continue 
through Wednesday. 

Tooth decay, he pointed out, ap- 
parently is caused by acids formed 
by férmentation of sugars in the 
mouth, and the problem of stop- 
ping cavities boils down to get- 
ting rid of the acids or blocking 
their action. Sédium_ fluoride, 
which has been found to reduce 
the incidence of caries by about 
40 per cent, seems to work be- 
cause teeth coated with it are less 
susceptible to the effects of the 
actds, he said. 

Even if current large-acale tests 
of sodium fluoride prove success- 
ful, Americans still will have to 
clean their teeth and make regular 
visits to their dentists because it 
apparently is not going to iss 
decay completely, he said.

Except for Dr. Rongaus, who 
called the 20 deaths “murders,” 
all the physicians in Donora are 
reluctant to discuss the health sit- 
uation here. At least four of the 
10 doctors have contract arrange- 
ments with American Steel & 
Wire Co., a subsidiary of United 
States Steel Corp. 

Another Medical Version, 

One of the four, a young gen- 
eral practioner, finally agreed to 
talk to the writer on condition 
that his name not be used. He 
said: 

“There is no question that 
poisonous fumes from the zinc 
works killed all the vegetation in 
the north end of town and across 
the river. Also, there is no ques- 
tion that many zinc workers are 
jasthmatics and most of them have 
bad teeth as a result of working 
there. Many of the workers in 
the steel and wire plant also are 
asthmatics. 

“I disagree with Dr. Rongaus 
when he says these people were 
murdered. I don‘t believe they 
were killed by poisons. This is 
what happened: 

“Smoke accumulated for seven 
or eight days. The river forms a 
bend here and we're locked in by 
hills on all four sides. The smoke 
and fumes from the plants, from 
ithe homes and railroads that burn 
soft coal, built up and up. The 
industries and the people used up 
the oxygen. The same air was 
being used over and over. 

“Finally, those older persons 
‘with heart or asthmatic conditions 
couldn’t breathe anyniore, But 
the children, even those with 
asthma, were not affected. 

“IT had 56 patients to see in two

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The mechanics of vote taking and 
counting needs reforms. Voting ma- 
chines have proved themselves a tre- 
mendous improvement in many states. 
They do not make “errors.” They count 
instantaneously. 

[ insist voting machines will reduce 
expenses and their benefits are worth 
@ considerable extra expense. 

At present the size of our precincts is 
limited to approximately 500 voters by 
the time required for the vote count. As 
it is, the count often keeps the poll 
workers busy all night after having 
started their work at 6:30 the previous 
morning. 

The voting machine would make prac- 
tical precincts of twice that size, thus 
reducing the number of workers re- 
quired for an election. 

Why don’t we have them? The rea- 
son is that the lethargy of public opin- 
ion toward what is really a serious de- 
fect in the functioning of our democracy 
makes it possible for even such light- 
weights as those who print the ballots, 
and those gentlemen of the old school 
who “don’t want to change nothin’,” to 
prevent the passage of legislation for 
voting machines through the State Leg- 
islature.

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The. Texas Tidelands 

There is a particular reason why a tidelands 
oil case should be filed: against the State of 
Texas, as the land division of the Department 
of Justice has just recommended. 

The reason is that Texas can probably make 
a stronger case than any other state in the 
Union for state dominion over these undersea 
oil deposits: | 

If Texas’ claims will not stand up in the 
Supreme Court, it seems unlikely any other 
state’s will. If they are judged valid, the Fed- 
eral Government should know about it soon, 
so that it can write the Texas tidelands off 
the resources continuously available to the na- 
tion for defense against an aggressor. 

Texas is a special case because, under the 
terms of its admission to the Union in 1845, it 
retained title to its public lands and its bound- 
ary was set 10.56 miles out into the Gulf. 

Its terms of admission were quite different 
from those of California, the only state in which 
the Supreme Court has settled the tidelands 
oil dispute. California was admitted without 
any public lands vested in the state and. its 
western boundary was set at mean high tide 
on Sept. 9, 1850, the date of admission. 

The Supreme Court’s decision last year that 
the Federal Government possesses dominant 
rights to the undersea oil off California’s coast is 
therefore not necessarily a precedent for Texas. 

Nevertheless, the Federal Government needs 
control of Texas’ offshore oil as much as it 
does of California’s. Oil is more than a source 
of private wealth nowadays; it is a prerequisite 
to national sovereignty. Now that wars are 
fought with machines that fairly guzzle oil, a 
nation could become subjugated by another for 
lack of enough of this resource. Of course the 
Federal Government could seize all these under- 
sea oil domains in event of war. But in order 
to find enough oil remaining there in the hour 
of need, it must see that it is not squandered 
for quick profits in times of peace. That is 
what it is trying to do now. 

Though Texas’ claim to the oil off its shores 
may appear formidable in view of the terms of 
that state’s admission to the Union, it is not 
necessarily so. The Supreme Court’s decision 
about California set forth grounds on which the 
Texas claim might be put aside. Nobody owns 
the seas, the court pointed out. At the same 
time, nations need to control the waters for a 
short distance off their shores in order to exer- 
cise their function of defense—a sort of marine 
cordon sanitaire. It was out of this need, the 
court went on, that there arose the international 
conception of a three-mile belt. 

No such world agreement existed at the time 
of Texas’ admission into the Union, however. In 
claiming a belt of water adjacent to its shores, 
Texas was presuming to the role of a sovereign 
nation, which it was not entitled to as one of the 
48 states. National defense —the justification 
upon which rested national claims to a marine 
belt—was not a function of the Government of 
Texas, but a function performed for it by the 
Government of the United States. 

If the Supreme Court applied this same broad 
philosophy to the specific case of Texas, it 
might rule that there, as in California, the Fed- 
eral Government possesses the dominant interest 
in offshore oil. 

The tidelands oil issue is not one of states’ 
rights versus federal rights, though the oil lobby 
and its various front organizations would like 
to make it appear so. It is an issue of national 
security versus national insecurity. It is essen- 
tial for the National Government to know what 
it has to fight with in event this country is at- 
tacked—and to know it early. so as to be able 
to use the knowledge in making its long-range 
defense. It is for exactly that purpose that the 
Justice Department filed suit against California 
and now contemplates action against Texas. 
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An American Renege in Korea? 

Ominous, to say the least, is Prime Minister 
Lee Bum Suk’s announcement that American 
troops are getting ready to leave Korea. It is 
particularly so because of the refusal of the 
American occupation commander, Maj. Gen. 
Coulter, either to deny or confirm it. 

The United States’ position in Korea has of 
course been made more difficult by the Chinese 
Communists’ conquest of Manchuria and their 
advance southward nearly to Nanking, which 
cuts the Korean peninsula off from the mainland. 
But just as in Berlin, where the United States 
position is difficult also, the withdrawal of this 
country would make its word worthless over a 
whole continent—in one instance Europe, in the 
other Asia. 

In either case, the friends of the United 
States, who have put their trust in their friends, 
would be ruthlessly murdered. In either coun- 
try, an American renege would make it infinite- 
ly harder to avoid having to pull out of the other 
country. In Korea specifically, an American 
withdrawal would strengthen the hands of the 
Communists in China, India, Burma, Siam, Indo- 
nesia, Indochina and Malaya. The Western de- 
mocracies cannot afford such a course. 
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The Toll Smog Exacts 


After reading Selwyn Pepper’s eloquent sto- 
ries of the damage done by poisonous smog at 
Donora, Pa., it seems that industries ought to 
change their cost accounts. They ought to add 
another item: the human lives blighted or ex- 
tinguished by manufacturing processes. 

Companies like U. S. Steel, whose subsidiary 
zinc plant is held responsible for the sulphurous 
vapors which killed 20 and made 500 sick in one 
night at Donora, have elaborate public relations 
programs. They present themselves as benevo- 
lent pillars of society, full of solicitude espe- 
cially for their employes. 

But they do not tell the full story. Chapters 
like that written at Donora are quietly skipped. 
And the public relations men are not the only 
ones who do the skipping. The employes of 
these poison-spouting mills, the very victims of 
the fumes, also are silent. Theirs is a silence 
of fear, the fear that protests would lead to the 
closing of the plants and the end of their jobs. 
But must men make such a sacrifice to earn:a 
living? Must such sacrifices be endured for 
profit’s sake? Must the grass and the trees die? 
Must towns turn into slums? Must human lungs 
be corroded and human hearts atrophied? 

It would be shocking enough if the Donora 
story were an isolated one. But it is not. It 


only happens to be a dramatic incident. The — 


Carnegie Institution the other day warned that 
everywhere “the air-about us is gradually becom- 
ing polluted with foreign gases. . .. The polluted 
atmosphere is not confined to land areas, but 
extends far out to sea.” The condition, of course, 
was found to be worst over industrial cities. The 
smoke and gas domes which cover them are visi- 
ble to all who approach them by air. .

The Roman Catholic Cardinals, Archbishops 


and Bishops in the United States have done some- 
thing which must be without precedent in the 
reiations of church and state in this co-.ntry. 
They have issued a clerical. criticism of a deci- 
sion of the Supreme Court, which they describe 
as a “novel and ominously extensive interpreta- 
tion” of the Bill of Rights guarantee of religious 
freedom. 

This criticism is directed at the 8-to-1 decision 
in the McCollum case, handed down last March. 
The ruling was that a system in the public schools 
of Champaign, Ill., whereby pupils were released 
from regular classes to attend religious instruc- 
tion within the schools, was a violation of the 
constitutional separation of church from state. 

The’ Catholic churchmen believe this decision 
embodies the idea of secularism—‘“the exclusion 


of God from the lives of men.” Accordingly, they | 


announce that they will work “peacefully, pa- 
tiently and perseveringly” to bring about a re- 
versal of the decision. 

That these clergymen have a right to work 
for the overturn of this decision goes without 
saying. Any citizen may disagree with a ruling 
of the Supreme Court just as he may object to 
an act of Congress or protest an executive act 
of the President. The Supreme Court is not 
in the least above or apart from criticism. 

The question is not one of right but of wis- 
dom. The churches are inevitably in competi- 
tion with one another for adherents. If the pub- 
lic schools participate in sectarian training, they 
will, whether the promoters intend or not, be- 
come involved in this competition. The great 
democratizing force of. the public schools could 
in time be supplanted by a disrupting force. We 
have already had too much of religious contro- 
versy in the United States. Surely, the Ameri- 
can people do not wish to repeat in this coun- 
try the religious rivalries and wars which have 
had so much to do with Europe’s unhappy past. 

Undoubtedly, the McCollum decision will be 
returned to. It will be returned to, not because 
it is unsound, but because other cases are al- 
ready coming up which require Supreme Court 
review. A New York ruling has just held that 
the released-time arrangement which does not 
use public school buildings is not covered by 
the McCollum ecision. This will be appealed 
in an effort to separate church classes entirely 
from public school attendance. 

There is one fair and sound policy. That is 
for the church, the church school and the family 
to impart religious instruction. Then the small- 
est church and the largest are on the same foot- 
ing. Then no church enjoys an advantage in 
instruction in the schools because of a prepon- 
derance of numbers. 

If Roman Catholic and Protestant churchmen 
will join Jewish rabbis in the broadest possible 
study of this issue, they will conclude, we think, 
that the public school system is not the place 
for sectarian training. 
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Mr. Reuther’s Mistaken Idea 


The automobile industry can pay substantial 
wage increases without raising prices, says Pres- 
ident Reuther of the United Automobile Work- 
ers. Walter Reuther has advanced this theory 
before, and it did not pan out. 

When wage control was relaxed Aug. 18, 1945, 
Mr. Reuther demanded that General Motors boost 
wages 30 per cent without increasing prices. 
The dispute proved irreconcilable, and a 113-day 
strike began. The industry never has caught 
up with the loss of production. This dispute 
started the postwar inflation, so that the workers 
have. not caught up with the wages they lost. 

Mr. Reuther has a valid point that too much 
of the national income is going into profits. Per- 
haps he could aim some deadly questions at the 
higher prices that General Motors is beginning 
to announce for 1949. He could find many sup- 
porters for an excess profits tax to bring wages 
and profits into better balance. What he actual- 
ly proposes, however, is that labor take over in- 
dustry’s excess profits. This leaves the general 
public out of the benefits and it implies price 
control without wage control—the fallacy of 1945. 

Such thinking is blind to two fundamentals of 
the American economic system. First, it is a 
rare industry in which the wage bill is not sev- 
eral times as great as the profits. This means 
that the excess profits could be converted into 
only small wage increases. Second, if labor can 
take unyielding stands on wages and profits, the 
General Motors strike and other strikes have 
proved that management can do likewise. 

It is disquieting to find a man with Walter 
Reuther’s ability following so unsound a line of 


thought. 
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New Crime From an Old Cause 


The story of William Pollard, sought as the 
man who killed a 2-year-old baby in the Ameri- 
can Hotel, is the story of Leonard Bayless, and 
before that it was the story of Norman Blodgett. 
It is a story of blindness to danger warnings 
and of neglect of public duty. 

How many more killers’ stories and how many 
more victims’ stories will it have to be before 
something adequate is done about it? 

Like Bayless, who is alleged to have killed a 
woman in Tower Grove Park, and Blodgett, who 
killed a deputy sheriff at the State School for 
the Feeble-Minded, at Marshall, Pollard had giv- 
en repeated evidences of his criminal, insanity. 
He was a mental patient at Longview Hospital in 
Cincinnati three times between 1941 and 1945, 


“was indicted for embezzlement and placed on 


probation in 1945, had been arrested numerous 
times, and escaped from a mental institution at 
Mason, N. Y., in 1947. . 

His mother had begged the doctors at the Vet- 
erans’ neuropsychiatric hospital at Chillicothe, 
O., not to discharge Pollard, and had warned 
them that any harm that come to him or others 
was their responsibility. In the same way, Blod- 
gett’s mother begged the State Hospital for the 
Insane, at Fulton, not to release him. But both 
were released, by medical authorities of public 
institutions. 

Missourians know something of the reason why 
these mistakes are being made over and over in 
their state. The institutions are overcrowded, 
and there is no law to permit a criminal men- 
tality to be put away for an indefinite period 
unless a murder has been committed. Before 
the stories of these sick-minded killers become 
the stories of many others, more realistic laws,

How the Eightieth Congress killed a pro- 
gram to meet the desperate need of Ameri- 
can families for decent housing is the story 
of a betrayal of responsibility, another 
chapter in the shocking record of the Con- 
gress where democracy took a holiday. 

The story has two climaxes. The first 
came when House Banking and Currency 
Committee Chairman Wolcott, Speaker 
Martin, Majority Leader Halleck and Rules 
Committee Chairman Allen were successful 
in their effort to refuse the House an op- 
portunity to vote on the Taft-Ellender- 
Wagner housing bill. 

In the last hours of the special session, 
that same leadership bludgeoned the Senate 
into bowing to their mandate. 


On March 10, 1947, §S.866, the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill, was introduced, On 
April 23 the measure was reported favor- 
ably by the Senate Banking Committee. 
The Republican leadership refused to press 
for action. Instead, a joint committee on 
housing was named. 


McCarthy, Realtors’ Darling 


At that moment, Senator McCarthy, a 
newcomer, set forth to make a record that 
will endear him to the real estate lobby for- 


ever, Always in the past, members unable . 


to be present at a joint committee session 
were recorded through proxies. The com- 
mittee voted proxy voting not permissible, 
and then elected Representative Gamble 
chairman and McCarthy vice chairman. 
The real estate lobby had moved in, bag 
and baggage. 

Gamble and McCarthy employed a firm 
of public relations experts from New York 
as the committee staff, A national junket 
began to produce headlines. 

Finally the “expert” staff was permitted 
to settle down and draft a “report.” An 
amazing document emerged. Statements 
were pulled from context to prove that even 
“public housers” were opposed to public 
housing. | 

When Gamble finally had to call the com- 
mittee together, all members were present. 
The staff report was thrown out, A sub- 
stitute by Senator Flanders was adopted. 

The Banking Committee favorably re- 
ported the Flanders amendments, and so, 
after 13 months, the T.E.W. bill was before 
the Senate again. 

Senator Cain moved to strike out public 
housing. His motion was defeated. Twenty- 
five Republicans and 24 Democrats voted 
for public housing, while 18 Republicans 
and 17 Democrats voted against it. On 
April 23, S. 866 passed the Senate, 

On May 3, the House Banking Committee 
opened hearings on §. 866. Quickly it was 
apparent that Wolcott intended to have the 
bill talked to death. 

A petition to discharge the committee 
from further consideration of the T.E.W, 
bill hung over the Congress. Now it ap- 
peared that the committee planned to fili- 
buster indefinitely, and signatures were 
added with dispatch. 

By June 3, Speaker Martin got scared. 
He announced that housing legislation was 
then added to the “must” list» But nothing 
happened until June 8 when hearings were 
concluded. 


Wolcott’s Bag of Tricks 


Immediately Mr. Wolcott pulled out a 
brand new bill. This shortdived measure 
contained only parts of the .T.E.W, bill with 
additional aids to private enterprise. 

On June 10, with no hearings on his 
measure, Wolcott called committee into 
executive session in the belief that he 
had the votes to validate his trick. But 
that afternoon, the gentleman from Michi-

“Uncle Joe” Cannon, at the peak of his 
career, was never more effective in stifling 
representative government than when the 
Committee on Rules decided not to permit 
the House to vote on the Dill. 


A Parade of “Substitutes” 


Wolcott’s bag of tricks was by no means 
exhausted. He introduced still another bill, 
H.R. 6959, and slammed it through his com- 
mittee in one day, H.R. 6959, it goes with- 
out saying, had stricken out public housing, 
urban redevelopment, farm housing and 
housing research. Forty minutes discussion 
was allowed on the House floor, and no 
amendments were in order. It was a des- 
perate House, eager to pass any measure 
with the word “housing,” that adopted Wol- 
cott’s token bill. 

When the measure arrived at the Senate 
in the dying hours of the session, its con- 
sideration would have required unanimous 
consent, Senator Ellender objected. The 
Wolcott bill died. 

A less persistent legislator would have 
given up, but not the gentleman from 
Michigan. At 2 o’clock on Sunday morn- 
ing, four hours before adjournment, he dis- 
covered a measure which had passed the 
Senate. Its purpose was to provide a sec- 
ondary market for GI mortgages. 

Wolcott brought forth the bill. He pre- 
sented the measure to the House at 3 a.m., 
Sunday, June 20. At 20 minutes to six, the 
Senate passed this “teeny-weeny Republi- 
can housing measure,” as it was described 
by Representative Monroney. 

The regular session concluded in a re- 
sounding victory for Wolcott and the real 
estate lobby. President Truman called the 
Congress back into special session, 

That session will be long remembered for 
what it refused to do. With the help of 
the House leadership, the Congressman 
from Michigan defeated the Senate with a 
great show of power. He refused to permit 
the House to consider any legislation con- 
taining provisions dealing with public low- 
rent housing or slum clearance. 

Playing to packed galleries on Aug. 5 and 
6, Senator McCarthy resumed his efforts to 
kill an over-all housing bill by offering a 
substitute. At least 100 members of the 
Housé lined the Senate chamber. The 
House leadership was on the floor button- 
holing potential votes. 


Taft Deserted His Ship 


It was in that tense atmosphere that Sen- 
ator Taft, co-author of the T.E.W. bill, and 
Senator Ives delivered the final blow. The 
Ohio Senator argued that housing “can be 
considered more thoroughly next winter.” 
The gentleman from New York said, 
“Amen.” 

Then followed the vote of 48 to 36 in 
favor of the McCarthy substitute. By de- 
feating the T.E.W. bill, the issue was 
pushed right into the big-time political 
arena. 

The final Senate vote included 37 Repub- 
licans and 11 Democrats supporting what 
Senator Tobey called “a snare and a delu- 
sion, a hollow shell . .. a phony housing 
bill.” Twelve Republicans and 24 Demo- 
crats stuck by their guns. 

Perhaps it is a tired America that per- 
mits the McCarthys, the Cains, the Wol- 
cotts to win points by clever manipulation 
of archaic legislative tools which encourage 


minority rule.

Between Book Ends 


The Occupied French 


PLAYING FOR KEEPS, by Roger Vailland. (Houghton, 

Mifflin Co., Boston, 271 Pages, $3.00.) 

Little by little, as translation makes avail- 
able to the general reader the French 
novels of the last few years, Americans 
can learn something of what it was like 
to be a Frenchman during the occupation. 
Especially we can learn what it was like 
to be a member of the Resistance, For 
this movement appears to have been ex- 
traordinarily productive of good writers. 

Roger Vailland’s novel tells the simple 
story of the Resistance worker, Marat, and 
of five days in his life. He gives and re- 
ceives orders, visits his friends, makes im- 
portant journeys, experiences a thoroughly 
French love affair, and succeeds, despite 
treachery, in keeping out of the hands of 
the Germans, : 


Marat is too completely adult to lose him- 
self in the serious game of cops and rob- 
bers, yet he feels that the war years are 

better than the years 
of peace—the years 
of “not yet,” as he 
calls them. “The 
work has now be- 
gun,” he continues. 
“We may fail, but 
the fight’s on; it de- 
pends on what we 
can do. We can forge 
our own fate. Never 
has there been so 
much hope in the 

world.” 
Despite the fact 
that “Playing for 
. Keeps” has won 
Roger Vailland prizes and critical 
acclaim in France, it is by no means a 
timeless nove], Its characters lack fresh- 
ness, they are sophisticated and decadent, 
only halfway believing in their cause; one 
feels that if they are risking their lives, 
they are risking something that does not 
mean much to them. Only the love affair 
is treated with real verve; it alone makes 
one forget momentarily that one is reading 
a novel. Is it only in love that the French 

shed their self-consciousness?

A Well Meant Failure 


SAPPHO, by Marcus Holland. (Charlies Scribner's 

Sons, New York, 198 Pages, $2.75.) 

This “drama in verse” is chiefly interest- 
ing as an illustration of the fact that versi- 
fied tragedy can no longer be successfully 
written, Dryden’s tragedies, following the 
Elizabethan drama by a hundred years, al- 
ready sounded hopelessly artificial. Such 
a skilled modern dramatist as Maxwell 
Anderson has not been altogether success- 
ful in verse.

He fails both as versifier and dramatist. 
His ear is faulty, His epigrams don’t quite 
come off.

Between appearance and reality? There is 
no telling, for the play lacks that Aristote- 
lian virtue, unity. From any viewpoint it is 
a well meant but lamentable failure. 

The publishers, by the way, do not tell 
us who Marcus Holland is, May he find 
comfort in his anonymity!

Postal Inefficiency. 


In a speech the other day, Her- 
bert Hoover gave us a peek at 
what soon will be forthcoming.

The commission, Hoover said, | 


means to recommend drastic 
changes for the Post Office De- 
partment. And what must have

Similarly, the rates paid to the 
railroads for carrying mail are 
fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission.

Annually the ‘Post Office De- 
partment runs up a. huge deficit. 
Last year it was $300,000,000, with

ARTIST SAYS MODERN 
ART 1S NOT-MODER 


Fred Conway on Panel of 6 
Heard by Overflow 
Crowd at Guild. * 


— 


Modern art is not new or strange 
or even very modern, Fred Con- 
way, artist, declared yesterday in 
a discussion at the Artists’ Guild, 
812 Union boulevard. He spoke as 
a member of a panel of six: con- 
noisseurs who considered the ques- 
tion: “Is modern art a good or a 
bad development; is it something 
responsible people can support or 
may they neglect it as a minor 
and impermanent phase of cul- 
ture?” 

On a rainy afternoon enough 
persons apparently felt a responsi- 
ble interest in the subject to fill 
the main exhibition hall and over- 
flow into the theater, entrance 
corridor and upstairs balcony. The 
discussion was based on Life mag- 
azine’s report on its round table 
consideration of the same subject. 

The speakers included Miss 
Jaquelin Ambler, City Art Museum 
lecturer; Rudolf Czufin, advertis- 
ing firm art director; J. Scott 
MacNutt, artist; Eugene Mackey, 
architect, and Herbert Jackson, St. 
Louis public school art consultant. 
Philip Gronemeyer was modera- 
tor. 

Artist, Museum Lecturer Agree. 


Conway’s remark came in his 
comment on Picasso’s “Girl Before 
a Mirror,” in which double vision 
and even X-ray vision apparently 
are used. He said the artist to- 
day, freed from duplicating the 
work of the camera, enjoys the 
liberty of the primitive artist of 
thousands of years ago to paint 
things he knew existed even when 
they could not be seen. Artists’ 
horizons now include creations of 
many more lands and ages, he 


said. 

Conway was borne out by Miss 
Ambler, who added that, histori- 
cally, it is the naturalistic art of 
the classical periods and the last 
century or so which is abnormal, 
rather than contemporary work. 
Not only primitive but medieval 
and oriental artists have departed 
from the representational style, 
she said. 

Czufin blamed his own business, 
mass advertising, with its use of un- 
mistakably clear, story-telling pic- 
tures, for much of the general 
public’s desire for realistic, recog- 
nizable art. Because of his busi- 
ness background he said he felt 
like a greeting-card versifier at a 
poets’ convention, but insisted he 
personally welcomed the variety 
and imagination of today’s crea- 
tive artist. 

Comment of J. Scott MacNutt. 

MacNutt, a conservative, never- 


theless commended freedoms in- 
troduced by new experimentation. 
Recent painting, he pointed out, 
has reaffirmed the value of ab- 
stract composition, always the 
basis of good work, and has ban- 
ished much narration and senti- 
mentality. Although he criticized 
“fashionably esoteric, private sym- 
bolism,” he declared the “vocabu- 
lary of painting has been enlarged, 
and that’s a very great thing.” 

Mackey, speaking as an archi- 
tect, by analogy stressed the ar- 
tist’s obligation to make pictures 
expressing the conflicts and prob- 
lems of his own time. The painter 
of today should no more restrict 
himself to the style of the Greeks 
and Romans than should the con- 
temporary architect, faced with 
new necessities in buildings, he 
said. 

Jackson said he recognized to- 
day’s painters have sloughed off 
inhibitions but declared that was 
unfortunate, “like the uninhibited 
life of the party, who in time be- 
comes just a lively bore.” He said 
he liked the Picasso picture better 
upside down and objected to its 
title as irrelevant.

IN NEW CLASH WITH ARMY 


SEOUL, Nov. 22 (AP)—An en- 
gagement in which Korean Army 
troops killed 230 rebels and cap- 
tured 460 others was reported by 
Army headquarters today. 

The fight occurred last Friday 
near Kurye, 15 miles north of 
Sunchon in southern Korea. An 
estimated 900 insurgents were 
caught between two Korean Army 
battalions. Delayed reports from 


Kim Dong Sung, Korean repub- 
lic spokesman, said meantime 
that his Government had been as- 
sured the United States has not 
changed its policy regarding the 
withdrawal of American troops.

Decline Seems to Date From

losing battle for power in Social- 
ist Britain. Its membership is 
down nearly 20 per cent from a 
peak of 50,000 at the end of the 
war. Its influence in trade unions 
is on the wane under the pressure 
of a determined anti-Communist 
campaign. It has only two mem- 
bers in Parliament. And its every

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WE DROVE TO WITHIN 100 yards of the 
blind we had chosen for the morning’s shoot, 
first stopping to drop two shooting companions 
at another blind in the timber at the end of the 
lake, It was almost sunrise when we got there, 
but Henry had already put out his decoys so 
there was little to do but crawl into the blind and 
stow away our lunches and shells and get ready 
for whatever the morning might bring. Nor had 
we long to wait, for the ducks which had spent 
the night on the lake and departed unmolested 
upon our arrival, started coming back by ones and 
twos and threes. We were faced directly toward 
the east, with a slight wind blowing in our faces. 
We'd rather have had it at our backs, for this 
meant that our shots would be mostly at ducks 
going away instead of bucking out against the 
wind and coming directly overhead.

PARIS. 

WO sessions of our committee 
T last Friday were devoted to 

Article 22 of the draft of the 
Declaration of Human Rights, but 
as yet Article 21, which is being 
worked on by a subcommittee, 
has not yet been brought before 
us. That is because there is a 
real difficulty which presents it- 
self in Article 21. 

It deals with the right to work 
and the conditions of work. The 
Cuban delegate has the conviction 
that one of the statements in this 
article, saying that “everyone has 
the right of equal pay for equal 
work,” should be supplemented by 
a statement to convey the idea 
that the needs of a man’s family 
should be taken into considera- 
tion in deciding whether he re- 
ceives adequate pay. This parti- 
cular question has of course been 
argued by people for many years. 

The basis of pay is usually the 
amount of work you do and the 
skill or value of that work. If 
you tie a man’s need up with his 
salary, I think a good many peo- 
ple would feel that one is tread- 
ing on a somewhat dangerous 
path, since a man with 10 chil- 
dren doubtless may need more 
than a man with ofily one or two. 
If an employer is going to pay 
more to a man just because he 
has 10 children, then he is going 
to look for employes who don’t 
have any children. 


: -—. = 
LONG AGO A GREAT many of 
us decided that this question of a 
man’s pay had to be considered in 


relation to his ability, and that 
an adequate standard of living 
would probably have to . be 
achieved in certain circumstances 
through some kind of social serv- 
ices. For instance, in Great Brit- 
ain a grant is given to help fam- 
ilies with children. The same is 
done in France. This raises the 
family resources, and many of 
us feel that the thought which 
the Cuban delegate is trying to 
have embodied in the text should 
more properly be in Article 
22, which deals with such matters. 

After our committee had dis- 
cussed many amendments, we 
finally drew up a draft of Article 
22 which read as follows:

THIS SECOND provision is dear 
to the heart of the delegate from 
the Dominican Republic. She has 
fought for the rights of women 
for many years in her country and 
her main point was that it was 


a right and not a charity to give 
special care and assistance to 
mothers and children. A storm 
broke loose, however, because the 
Russian delegate said both the 
United Kingdom and the United 
States had noted the fact that 
while they accepted this para- 
graph, still motherhood and child- 
hood were really not exactly the 
right words to use. In Russian, 
he said, it made no sense, and he 
would be the laughing-stock of 
everyone, since any baby would 
understand that this paragraph 
was not well worded. Both the 
United Kingdom delegate and I 
myself had in fact been originally 
content to say simply “mother 
and child,” as was stated in the 
original draft of the article. But 
for the sake of harmony, we had 
accepted the change and that was 
the way it was voted in spite of 
protests. 

A third paragraph was added 
which read: “Children born out 
of wedlock shall enjoy the same 
social protection as those born in 
marriage.” This paragraph I had 
opposed, for it seemed to me ene- 
tirely obvious that all children, be- 
ing themselves blameless, were en- 
titled to the same special care 
and assistance, and I did not feel 
that special reference to this con- 


‘dition was called for in the declar- 


ation. Moreover, it seems to me 
that. the provision about child- 
hood already contained in the sec- 
ond paragraph clearly referred to 
all childhood. But a majority of 
the committee felt differently, and 
so the entire article was adopted 
with this paragraph included.

Outside Troubles. 


N CASE you have been sitting 
| erouna wondering what you 

should do with your free time, 
we suggest that you take a few 
minutes off to see how things out- 
side your house are fixed to get 
through the next few months. 

For example, newly planted 
trees probably don’t have their 
roots deep enough in the ground 
as yet to save them from going 
over in a high wind. Run some 
wires from the tree to the ground 
just to provide a little support. 
The wires should be insulated 
from the tree with rags or sec- 
tions of rubber hose so that there 
won't be any chance of damaging 
the tree bark, 

Most shrubs can get through a 
cold spell without doing much 
more than shivering but a few 
types can’t take extreme cold for 
long. If you live in a chilly cli- 
mate, you might check with your 
local nursery and see what they 
suggest you do, if anything, for 
the shrubs they sold you, 

Fish and garden pools will give 


you a problem if you live in a 
below freezing climate. It’s not a 
good idea to let the water inside 
the pool freeze as this might crack 
the pool. It’s also not a good idea 
to drain the pool as frost between 
the earth and the pool might crack 
things up. 

This puts you in sort of a spot. 
One thing you can do is cover the 
top of the pool with wire mesh 
and straw so that the water inside 
won't freeze. Another trick is to 
toss in a few large logs. The logs 
will take up the expansion and 
keep the ice from cracking the 
masonry.

GRASS LAKE, Mich., Nov. 21— 
ACK in the days when woman 
suffrage was a burning issue, 
cosmic thinkers were wont to 

dwell on the possibility that the 
women, outnumbering men on the 
census rolls, might get together 
and vote their own sex into the 
highest offices of the land. 

Such prophets were of two 
schools: the optimists, who felt 
that Wwoman’s benign influence 
would bring immeasurable im- 
provement to government, and 
the pessimists, who persisted in 
believing that woman’s place was 
in the home. Anyway, their fore- 
bodings proved groundless, and 
women voters generally voted as 
their menfolk did. 

They did, that is, most every- 
where but in Grass Lake, Mich. 
This little community of 810 citi- 
zens, one saloon, two- churches 
and a traffic light has been the 
scene of precisely the kind of re- 
volt that the _  anti-suffragists 
feared. Grass Lake now is an ab- 
solute gynecocracy, as the diction- 
ary people would have it. 

A year ago an aroused feminine 
electorate—and just what they 
were aroused about still isn’t quite 
clear—swept out all but three of 
the male members of the village 
government. The three were saved 
by the fortuitous circumstances 
that they weren’t up for election 
at the time. 

But this year the ladies’ triumph 
Was complete. Despite a spirited 
campaign by a young men’s group 


champing under petticoat rule, the 
women captured all 10 of the 
municipal offices. The coup won 
Grass Lake a good deal of nation- 
wide publicity. It also provided a 
test tube for those who are curi- 
ous about the advantages and dis- 
advantages of ~ government » by 
women, : 

Such researchers, however, will 
find the going a little rough, The 
first step, logically, in the quest 
is a stop at the Village Hall. It 
is an unpretentious but neat struc- 
ture in the center of town, but 
it’s closed up tight. Next door a 
citizen is loading up a new, 
brightly painted vegetable truck, 
on the side of which is Iettered: 
“War is modern murder. War is 
mass murder. Christ never killed 
anyone—follow Him.” 

The trucker says. sure, he 
knows where Village President 
Helen McCall can be found—down 
at the lumber yard just across the 
tracks, She’s the bookkeeper 
there. 
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ISS McCALL comes out of 
Mitre back room a bit sus- 

Ppiciously. She’s awfully busy 
and doesn’t have much time to 
discuss civic affairs. 

Campaign issues? “If there 
were any, I sure don’t know what 
they were,” she confesses. 

Some of the other girls say that 
the whole thing really started as 
a sort of joke. There hadn’t been 
much interest in politics prior to 
1947. In fact, in the 1946 election 
there were only 26 votes cast. An- 
other 27 people were turned away 
because they’d forgotten to reg- 
ister. 

These figures are surprising, for 


Grass Lake to the eye is a pretty 
fair sized community. Its busi- 
ness section is two blocks long 
and there are a couple of hundred 
houses. Few of the houses are 
under 50 years old, but in general 
they are large and well kept. Most 
of the residents are retired farm- 
ers or their descendants. 

“You'd be surprised how many 
of these big houses are occupied 
by only one person,” explains Mrs. 
Reta Cook, a trustee. “A lot of 
them are widows, and that’s one 
reason the women were able to 
muster more votes than the men.” 

Whatever the reason, the women 
in 1947 were able to increase the 
vote fivefold. There were 125 
valid ballots cast. Miss McCall 
won the village presidency over 
her male opponent by 84 votes to 
39. Mrs. Rae Riethmiller, mother 
of four children, was elected vil- 
lage clerk, 

Mrs. Ellis Hamill, who has sev- 
eral children and keeps the books 
for an automobile agency, was 
elected village treasurer because 
of a typographical error. Actually 
Mrs. Wright was a candidate for 
trustee and Mrs. Mable Hagadon 
for treasurer, But when the print- 
ed ballots appeared their names 
were transposed, 

The campaign was a matter of 
high good humor. Nearly all the 
women’ candidates were middle- 
aged, but someone made up a 
poster in which pictures of glam- 
our girls were substituted for the 
nominees, It was displayed in a 
store window. 

When Miss McCall was asked 
how she planned to run the town, 
she replied that she would “just 
let it run along in its even tenor.” 
And she added philosophically: 


“You’re a mayor today a bum to- 
morrow, I always say. Everybody 
thinks we’re going to fix the side- 
walks. We may—but I’ve made 
no promises.” 


When the women’s slate ran for 
re-election this year, Miss McCall 
broke down and made a definite 
promise on election eve. 


“We'll fix the sidewalks,” she 


said, 
§ say that the women could out- 

govern the men, but she main- 
tained that at least they were 
“more conscientious.” It ap- 
peared, she said, that men prom- 
ised a lot before election and 
didn’t accomplish much after- 
wards, With women it was just 
the other way around. 

The election was a rousing tri- 
umph. This time there were 175 
ballots cast. Of them, 96 were 
marked for the straight women’s 
ticket, 41 for the men’s ticket and 
38 split. If they had accomplished 
nothing else, the women could 
claim to have roused the voters 
from their lethargy. The total 
vote.was almost seven times what 
it had been two years previously. 

Moreover, the women could 
claim at least one concrete ac- 
complishment, They had installed 
water meters, so that the 250 odd 
customers of the municipal water 
system would pay according to 
their own consumption instead of 
a flat rate, as in the past. 

Of course, the ladies hadn’t done 
the actual installing themselves. 
That had been done by Walter 
Schaible, Grass Lakes’ one full

How It Started

“Shock.” 
$é OW did it start,” our cor- 
H respondent asks, “that the 
same word, ‘shock,’ applies 
to a pile of corn and also to a 
jolt to the nerves?” 

These are two words. The older 
is the one off the land—the shock 
which describes a pile or assem- 
blage of grain, wheat, corn or hay 
bound up in the field. As the 
Scotch poet, James Thomson, said 
in the early eighteenth century: 

“Behind, the master / walks, 
builds up the shocks.” And 200 
years before him, Tusser wrote 
these lines: 

“Reap well, scatter not, gath- 
er clean that is shorn, Bind 
fast, shock apace.” 

Actually this word is recorded 
as early as 1325 to denote the 
sheaves of grain “placed upright 
and separating each other in order 
to permit the drying and ripening 
of the grain.” In Old English it 
was “schokke.” Then there is the 
Old Dutch “schocke” and. the Ger- 
man “schock” for “a heap,” “a 
quantity.” The root is also in other 
Teutonic languages, for example, 
the Swedish “skock” and the Dan- 
ish “skok.” Besides this, the Ger- 
man “hocke” means a “heap of 
hay.” 

Now, the shock to the nervous 
system derives from another Teu- 
tonic word meaning a bounce or 
jolt. There is the Dutch “schok,” 
meaning a jolt or leap and the 
‘Old German “scoc,” “a swing” and 
therefore a jolt. Then comes the 
French “choc,” (found also in the 
other Romance tongues) for a 
collision or “shock,” as we use the 
word today, a dashing or striking 
against—and figuratively the same 
blow to the nerves!

Disclaiming any further political 
ambitions, Miss McCall had an- 
nounced that she doesn’t intend to 
run for re-election. The other 
ladies indicate they plan to go 
along with her decision. All, of 
course, retain the right to change 
their minds. 

Miss McCall makes it clear, 
however, that her impending re- 
tirement from office does not 
mean that her interest in govern- 
ment is waning. 

“There should definitely be more 
women in puplic affairs,” she says. 
“More women in local government 
will mean better government on 
higher levels.”

This deal occurred in a match- 
point duplicate game, and at sev- 
eral tables North ended up the 
declarer at four, five, or six 
spades, In each’case East opened 
a low diamond, and North could 
not possibly handle the hand for 
12 tricks. Thus, in none of 
these cases did the North-South 
pair earn a very good match-point 
score. 

At two tables, South ended up 
the declarer at hearts, at one 
table in a contract of five-odd 


and at the other in six hearts. 
Q@bserve that the spade suit in 
the combined hands is absolutely 
solid, whereas the heart suit is 
not; yet observe also that South 
could make six hearts without any 
conspicuously good luck. At the 
heart contracts both Wests opened 
the diamond ace—not that this 
lead was of afty great value to the 
declarers. The lead was ruffed in 
the closed hand (South), and the 
spade five was led to the nine, 
A heart was returned. East duck- 
ing, declarer won with the king. 
The ace of clubs was ‘cashed and 
a low club ruffed; then another 
heart was returned toward the 
closed hand. Whether or not East 
put up the ace, declarer, by play- 
ing low if he did or putting up 
the queen if he did not, had no 
difficulty in winning all the rest 
of the tricks, except of course 
the trump ace. 

In view of the high hearts that 
were missing from the North- 
South hands, it is. doubtful that 
any slam contract should have 
been bid, but one thing is sure: 
If the partners did feel like specu-. 
lating, their optimism was best 
directed toward the heart rather 
than the spade suit, even though 
the latter was absolutely solid.
